Elght years ago a horse stepped on
the great toe of his left foot. The toe
was amputated, then the toe next to it
and finally all the toes of that foot.
To save his leg the foot was ampu-
tated at the ankle. Several months
later the leg was amputated at the
knee and then at the hip. Within a
year the right leg had to be removed at
the ankle.

Specialists tried to avold another
operation, but with no success, Jack-
son was admitted to four hospitals and
was attended by some of the best sur
geons In the East. At last his right leg
was amputated at the hip, making the
seventeenth operation. This seemed to
provide a stop to the inroads of the
blood polsoning, But three weeks ago
surgeons told Jackson that to save his
life the four fingers of his right hand,
which had become Infected, would
have to be removed. Despalring, Jack-
son killeG himself.
